OBJECTIONS TO INFORMALITIES 

The Examiner has objected to claim 10 because the term "electrophile" 
should not be underlined. Appropriate correction has been made by simply removing 
the underline. If the Examiner believes that another amendment would be more 
appropriate, Applicants would be willing to follow the Examiner's recommendation. 

The Examiner has objected to claims 22 and 24-27 because the letter "A" 
should be included after the term "group" for consistency in terminology. Appropriate 
correction has been made. 

REJECTIONS UNDER 35 U.S.C. § 112 

The Examiner has rejected claims 22-24 under 35 U.S.C. § 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out instincdy claim the 
subject matter that Applicant regards as the invention. The Examiner believes that 
claims 22 and 23 are ambiguous as to the effective scope of the claims because of the 
open language used in defining the functional groups in the face of the closed language 
used in the markush groupings of the parent claim. In accordance with the Examiner's 
suggestions, the term "is" has been employed instead of "includes." 

With respect to claim 24, the Examiner believes that the same is inconsistent 
with the parent claim 23 inasmuch as the parent claim 23 does not allow for 
combinations of alkyl and alkoxy groups. Claim 23 has been amended in a manner to 
obviate this rejection. Applicants do not believe that new matter has been added in view 
of the written description on page 7.
